The next 
year witnessed an exciting city elec- 
tion, and thel iquor was forgotten, 
only to be brought • up again last 
year yath a stinging defeat for the 
breweries and-.saloons. • '

Thi 
Constitution, 'however, had no objec- 
tion to a BOND issue, and so a one 
million dollar bond bill was proposed 


I chanced to hear the debate on 


this bond bill in the lower House, 
I had often read about how things 
were done, but this was my first op 
portunity to study an exhibition first 
hand. No disappointment about it; 
it was the real thing while it lasted. 


Of course there 
were 
certain 


troublesome parties who said that 
bonding was a device for putting tho 
burden onto the . poorer- folks who 
already were carrying more 
than 


their share, that there were in the 
neighborhood of twenty-five million 
dollars of profits in the state that 
ought to be tapped before the war 
ended and they disappeared, and that 
the people had their eyes on the leg- 
islature and would vote the Social- 
ist ticket at the coming elections 
unless the legislature cut out its 
somersaulting at the behest of the 
profiteers. 


But it is the argument of the sup- 


porters of the bond bill that beats 
fiction and has such wide spaces be- 
tween the lines. 


Speaker Whittet, a polished gen- 


tieman skilled in the arts of "good 
form" seems to have been selected to 
pilot the bond bill thru the poison- 
ous gases of opposition. 


In a very calm and polite manner 


he (Whittet) wanted, so he said, to 
correct some unfortunate 
impres- 


sions left by the remarks of the 
"gentleman from Dane." 
What tho 


members were really voting on was 
the placing of the credit of the State 
of Wisconsin behind the government 
of the United States; they were in 
reality voting a loan to the United 
States. In previous wars 
Wiscon- 


sin had come forward with loans to 
the national government. He as- 
sured the members that they need 
fee! no uneasiness in the matter, for 
:hu United States makes it a rule to 
pay its debts. He was optimistic 
jbout it and believed that the United 
States would pay both principal and 
interest. The bond bill 
was 
not 


large, amounting only to about 35c 
per capita, and surely the patriotic 
citizens of Wisconsin would feel hon- 
ored to make_ such a contribution. 
What a humiliating spectacle 
it 


would be for the legislature to quib- 
ble over the money expended 
to 


clothe the brave boys over there. 
He stressed the duty of the members 
(Socialists probably excepted under 
their party rules) to stand solidly 
behind—Madison is 4,000 miles be- 
liind the trenches, a safe distance— 
our soldier boys, and he especially 
prayed that no. Republican 
would 


cast a negative vote. 


Now that is a strange argument 


for a 'lawmaker to present with ser- 
ious countenance, and stranger still 
his words seemed to have a soothing-- 
syrup effect on the majority of the 
members. 


Suppose we examine this line of 


argument. 


Let us grant that it is a loan to 


:he United. States government. Does 
;hat exempt Wisconsin from all re- 
sponsibility or burden? 
Where is 


Wisconsin 
located? 
In 
Siberia? 


In Canada? 
Or in 
the 
Uniterl 


States? 
Why 
in 
the 
United 


States of America, of course. 
Who 


are they who must pay the debts 
and the interest on the debts of the 
United States? 
All the people of 


all the states of the Union are re- 


sponsible for 
»uch indebtedness. 


Suppose all the states loan money 
in war time to Uncle Sam a la Wis- 
consin. Will each and all of them 
exempt themselves from indebted- 
ness by simply passing the buck up 
to Uncle Sammie? No, no. Our 
Uncle Sam is made up of these same 
forty-eight states, and not one of 
them can play hide and seek and 
dodge its share of the. debt. 


Yet this funny way of passing it 


up to Uncle Sam does have some sig- 
nificance tho. The state can't dodge, 
but certain parties in the state are 
thereby tfiven an opportunity 
to 


dodge. Passing it up puts .off pay- 
ment, and delay in war time means 
that profiteers who are raking in the 
excess profits and gigantic incomes 
are enabled to add these bounties to 
their capital investments. When tha 
war is over these sources of reve- 
nue will be^no more. But the debt 
remains. 


There is still another "beauty" in 


this bonding business. The 
boys 


who are now over there will be per- 
mitted to get back to their Wiscon- 
sin homes before these bonds are 
paid off. They will therefore 
be 


privileged to help pay off those very 
bonds that made good the cash that 
paid for these clothes in question. 
Do you catch the hidden beauty in 
this 
profiteering 
public-bondins 


scheme of finance? Such a plan 
means not only a loan to the nation- 
al government but an enforced loan 
to Wisconsin's boys in the trenches; 
it means an 'enforced contribution 
from the soldier boys for the very 
uniforms in which they 
marched 


away to offer the supreme sacrifico 
for home and state and native land. 


What a spectacle of patriotism in- 


deed, was that {1,000,000 bond pro- 
ceedings in the Legislature! Stand- 
ing behind the 
soldier boys—yes, 


4,000 miles behind—and plastering 
a mortgage on them, should they re- 
turn alive, for the very 
they are obliged to wear! 
hear some more about sacrifice. 


Wouldn't this have been the pa- 


triotic policy: 


To have raised that $1,000,000 by 


a tax on the larger incomes (tha 
Constitution was never intended as 
a blanket .for profiteers) and then to 
have kept both principal and inter- 
est, as paid back by the federal gov- 
ernment, in a fund to aid those Wis- 
consin boys who by reason of the 
hazards and misfortunes of war will 
stand in sore need of just such aid ? 


It seems to me that the Legisla- 


ture did the selfish and unpatriotic 
thing in resorting to public bonding.

(By the Associated Press) 


American-troops again have raided successfully Ger- 


man-positions. This time the raid was made on the sector 
northwest of Toul, where the Americans hold a long lino 
Also, they made the effort alone and penetrated the German 
front lines for 300 yards without help from their French 
brothers-in-arms.

After an artillery bombardment of forty-five minutes ..• 


•and behind a barrage, the American raiders went' into the 
enemy lines and brought back much material in informa- 
tion. Most of the Germans, apparently expecting the-raid,1 


had retired to the rear lines. There was some hand to hand 
fighting, nowever, with Germans who had been left in tKe 
dugouts and a number of these were killed and wounded. 
The Americans returned without the loss of a man, having 
spent fifteen minutes within the enemy lines. 
• ; 


Elsewhere on the western front the German raids are 


becoming more numerous and stronger. Heavy bombard- 
ments now precede each attempt to penetrate the entente 
positions, but the enemy has not attacked in great force, 
although an engagement of battle proportions probably is 
not far distant. 


In the Ypres sector, in Flanders, and around Annen- 


tieres, between Ypres'and Arras, the Germans have carried 
out strong local efforts. 
At all points the British repulsed 


the enemy with loss. German artillery also has been very 
busy at various points along the front between Ypres and 
St. Quentin. In Champagne, northwest of Verdun and 
north of St. Mihiel the French have checked strong German 
raiding attempts.
